rso, Jvit-K-Ji/78-MF,— The Article 11 of the UN Code of 
Conduct for Liner Conferences, inter alia lays down that in 
matters of common interest e.g, changes in general level of 
tariff rates, tariff conditions, imposition of surcharges etc., 
there shall be consultations between the Conterences/Rate 
Agrccroents/Shipping Lines and the Shippers' y\ssociaticns. 
In the context of the conditions in the snipping interests in 
India the consultation formulas us laid down "in the Code 
of Coiduct referred to has been adopted from lime to time 
between the shipowners’ Organisation and Shipping Associa- 
tions. but the results achieved have not always been satis- 
factory. At times the Conferences etc, have imposed fieight 
increases unilaterally and at other times the negotiations 
between the parties concerned have not been harmonious or 
conclusive. Experience has revealed that there has been little 
regularity or smoothness between such bilateral commercial 
consultations. As a result it has not alwavs been possible 
1oi the parties concerned to reach the desired accord in a 
""derstandine. The All India Shippers’ Coun- 
.'.u o’ Associations on the one hand 

and the three national shipping lines viz, the Shipping Corpo- 
ration of India (SCI), the Scindias Steam Navigation Com- 
panv Ltd and tlw India Steamships Company Ltd. which 
arc members of the most Conferenc<Jfl operating in * India'a 
..vciscas trade have not reached mutually acceptable decisions 
m matters of common interests. Therefore, with a view to 
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furthJr strengthcEing the machinerv that presently exists for 
resolving problems and issues involved in matters of trade 
affecting the interests of the shiponwers and the shippers, the 
Government is keen to ensure that Conferences /Rate Agree- 
ments/Shipping Lines engaged in India’s overseas trade pres- 
cribe freights and rates, which should be conducive to the 
interests of India’s national exports. With a view to achiev- 
ing these objectives, it has been resolved to constitute with 
immediate effect a Standing Consultaiiivc Committee on 
Freight and Shipping Services.

(d) to investigate into complaints lela-ting to refusal of 
cargo by shipowners either because the cargo is 
dirty or low freighted /unrcmiinerativc from the 
Point of view of shiponwers, and 

(c) to investigate into complaints relating to inadequacy 
or otherwise and quality of shipping services when 
the efforts of the Shippers' Associations and the 
Freight Investigation Bureau fail to achieve the 
required improvement
